Why No Economy From Truman? 


President Truman put his political foot into

The increased tempo of the Corn- 


inform's border pressure—particu- 
larly in the last 10 days—has 
raised the question: Do Russia and 
her puppet states mean business 
this time? Are the new incidents a 
prelude to invasion? 


No one knows the answer for 


certain except the Kremlin. And it 
isn't talking. 


Yugoslavia and the Cominform 


countries appeared only a short step 
from actual war as they gathered 
In late Fall crops—bringing to mind 
the old Balkan adage that "Wars 
begin when crops are in". 


Trade between Yugoslavia and i2: 


her eastern neighbors ended com- 12- 
pletely more than a year and a 
half ago. 


Diplomatic relations have been 


reduced to exchanges of insults, ac- 
cusations and formal notes protest- 
Ing various incidents. These notes 
usually are rejected, denied or 
calmly ignored. 


All along Yugoslavia's twisting 


eastern and southern frontiers, both 
sides have posted counjless • thou- 
sands of border guards. 


In the danger spots, such as the 


major travel routes across the fron- 
tiers, barbed wire entanglements, 
pillboxes, recently dug trenches and 
outlook towers emphasize the bor- 
der tension. 


Behind border outposts are con- 


centrated heavy unite of seasoned 
troops. On the Yugoslav side they 
probably are most numerous on the 
Bulgarian border, since military 
men long have regarded that as 
the chief danger spot. 


Refugees from iron curtain coun- 


tries tell ol widespread prepara- 
tions-which have the earmarks of 
preparations for attack—or at least 
of measures to furnish that impres- 
sion. 


These reports range from the 


wholesale evacuation of civilians 
from an area 20 miles deep in Bul- 
garia and Romania to widespread 
activity by Russians directing mil- 
itary training and the construction 
of military establishments, such as 
a new air base near Sofia.

"Except for the fact that agree- 


ments or treaties with foreign pow- 
ers must be submitted to general; 
headquarters for prior approval, 
Japan has fully recovered her right 
to negotiate with other countries." 


The action by General Matthew 


B. Ridgway, supreme commander 
for the Allied powers, was one of 
the first important steps toward 
restoring Japan's freedom taken 
since the signing of the Japanese 
peace treaty last week in San Fran- 
cisco. 


The order excludes the Soviet 


Union, which has no diplomatic 
mission here. 


The order lays down certain re- 


strictions, however. It specifies that 
copies of all communications must 
be submitted to the general head- 
quarters diplomatic section. 


"The Japanese government," the 


memorandum states, "is instructed: 
to use the English language." 


The memo also ordered the Ja- 


panese government to continue to 
submit "communications on sub- 
jects which involve interpretation 
of or deviation from standing poli- 
cies'.'

KOREA, Sept. 13 (fl—Allied fight- 


ing men are readying 
defenses 


against their second bitterest foe in 
Korea—the frigid winter which is 
Just • few months away. 


Already there is a touch of cool- 


ness in the night air and the supply 
channels are full of warm winter 
clothing. Lack of such clothing last 
year cost heavily when frostbite 
and the Chinese struck almost 
taneously. 


Then the Eighth Army was mov- 


ing toward the Yalu River of North 
Korea. Supply roads were narrow 
and strained. Ammunition, gasoline, 
and food had to go up. Winter cloth- j 
ing trickled forward. 
I 


This year the roads are ample 


A daily stream of trucks already is 
carrying the first issue of winter 
clothing to front-line divisions. 


When winter strikes, the United 


Nations troops will be as ready for 
it as they are now for the Commu- 
nists. 


The Army is providing clothes 


lor all its divisions and most of the 
United Nations troops fighting in 
Korea. 


The First Marine Division will j 


use mostly Army gear, but will try j 
some new wrinkles of its own. The 
British commonwealth division will 
be provided with its own clothing 
But here too the Army is ready 
to fill any need. 


One thing is certain. The troop? 


will be amply clothed in plenty of 
time. 


The Eighth Army G-4 (supply) 


officer, Colonel Albert K. Stebbins. 
says most of the equipment will be 
the same as last year's "but we're: 
going to get it all up to them on| 
time this year".

The winter clothing will be is-: 


*ued in three phases, until by Nov. 
1 the infantryman will be ready 
for the bitterest weather. 


The schedule calls for the front- 


line troops to be provided with 
woolen undershirts, two blankets, • 
field 
jacket, 
wool-lined 
leather 


gloves and a waterproof clothing 
bag by Sept. 15. Some troops al- 
ready have received the first issue. 


By Oct. 1. the infantrymen will 


have wool trousers, sweaters, flan- 
nel shirts, long underwear and a 
hood to their field jackets. 


By Nov. 1, when every soldier 


should be outfitted, the Army will
